1907 we wore invited to a Humbert reunion at Glen Miller Park, Richmond, Indiana. 
It was our impression that some mistake had been made for cur name was Merton 
W. Grills and we had often said that we were "a stray sheep", and related to 
bat four or five families in Indiana, We were further convinced of some error 
by the fact that we never had known a Humbert tho wo had heard the name and 
knew a neighborhood that had formerly been so designated. At that time now 
(19135) our home was at Hagerstown, Indiana, We wére going to be at Glen Miller 
in attendance of Chautauqua the day desigmated as the reunion day so we resolved 
to go around to the Humbert gathering on a tour of investigation. We did and 
found every one of our known relatives, on our father's Bide, also many persons 
to us personally known but never before known to be Kcinsmen--There were Shawhans, 


Stoneciphers, Masons, Martins and Kings. We stayed for an explanation but none

was forthcoming-tho when we asked Aunt Serena Grills she told us that her grand 
ma was a Humbert— that was our Great Grandma. Next year we went to learn more 
and in 1909 Mandus Mason resigned, as historian, and we were elected in his place 
From him we received in August 1910 five or six letters, a Me S, that he had 

read in 1907or 8 and reread in 1909 and a chart showing Amos Humbert's family, 
his father and grandfather. From the letters we got less than a dozen names, 

one being Je Wilson Humbird, but this was enuf for a beginning tho too late for 
mich use at the 1910 reunion, which was held at Kokomo, Indiana. There our chart 
showed the Johnathan (#1) Humbert family and the immediate families of his three 
children, Amos, Mary and Johnathan (#2); tio emigrated to Indiana and the Historian 
read at that meeting an account of Isiash "Bossy" and Mary ("Polly") Grills’ life. 
(See pge- ) At the Kokomo Reunion we were as full of questions as any doll 
ever was of saw-dust and soon after that reunion letters began arriving bringing

up his lineage. 4nd it had cost him much trouble, having made six trips to 
Europe in that interest and spat thousands of dollars~ he says twenty enerigande 
But all the information that he had he put at our disposal and wrote us long 
letterse All free of coste Only one thing could possibly be faulted with Ir, 
Humbird's work — He cared onky for his own lineage and recorded nothing morée 

fo our mind this is a great pitty for what he did took him so mush time and he 
undoubtedly came into touch with such a great many kindred facts that he could 
have given a rich History had he reached out a little, And the years betwoen his 
working and ours have seen many laid to rest who took with them facts thay 

may never again be brought to light. However his course led us to ask the Reunion 
of 1911 (Muncie) as to our course — ie. shall we follow our family only or

We always feel sorry when we recall that Kokomo meeting of 1910. Several 
were that that day who were like ourselves, when we first attended at Glen Miller 
Park, totally at a loss to account for themselves being invited to a Humbert Reunion 
and at this Kokomo meeting we mew so little of decendants and relationship that 
we were not competant to explain to them even the simplest things they desired to 


know, 4nd some of these have never been at a Humbert Reunion sincés 


That three of our oldest kinsmen, living in 1905, died before 1910 is also 


a matter of much regret to use 


We feel very sure, at this writing (1913) that there have been three emigratioms 

of Humberts to Americas In 1930 we learned of a forth emigration of Humberts.

At The Rurbert Reunion held in Richmond in 1909 a menber 
was selected to take the place of Mandus £, Mason who resigned 
as "Historian", the selection was Nerton ¥. Grills. At the re- 
union of 1930 which happened to be held in the sare City and 
Park a discussion was taken up as to publishing a Humbert Farily 
History. It was set out clearly that for several years, mostly 
because of his mother’s feebleness, Ilr. Grills had not added to 
cr progressed with Hurbert History and that now, since his mother 
is gone, he is willing to put the knowledge that he has gained 
into form. Kembers had been noticing that he ts getting gray 
and is not so spritely as when first selected and he was asked 
as to corpléting his work. He told The Reunion that he had put 
rany hours, probably enuf to srount to e year or two into gather- 
ing data, that he has that data; thet he has expended consider- 
able money, of his own, and written thousands of letters, some- 
Simes as many as fifteen before getting an answer and often fror 
two to six. That if he got an answer to his first letter it was 
a decided surprise. That he was ready and willing to do more 
for The Hurberts but not if his work and gathered raterial was 
going to be sold@ to The Junkran or tossed into the stove when 
he is gone. That it had bean his intent, as he gathered this 
data, to publish a Humbert History at his own expense and offer 
4t for sale to The Hurberts but thet the life he had had to live 
in order to care for his feeble mother according to her liking 
had made his incore too srall to meet the undertakizg. That he 
had moh that he considered too valuable to throw away -- but 
that he does not care to go farther unless he is assured of 
returns even if those returns were only assurance of acceptance 
and welcome of a history. That if such a history was wanted he 
would complete it, if not he would call the trouble and work of 
the past years thrown away, except as to the pleasure he had 
| gotten from the doing of it, and turn his attention to other 


things. 


It was the outstanding spirit of the meeting to save The 
Historian's labors, have ther put into a lasting form and add 
thereto. lr.

John F. told us that he had never exactly identified 
the land of this survey, but that it is sore part of his holdings. In 
1911 he was the ower of between three and four hundred acers in this 
mountain ani Liok Creek territory which he had acquired during the 
passing of the years following the Civil War. 

in these mountains and their desirable valleys the 
farily of Sammel Humber, as the o14 Grant has it, rafe «a hore; and fror 
that reachedout to interests of their om. It was in this valley that 
Joseph Hawkins shot a neighbor , Absalon Stonecipher, whor he ristook 
for a deer, as told by David Crockett in his sutobiography. It was in- 
to the residence of Saruel Hurbert that the wounded ran was taken. Prob- 
ably the horse onto which he was loaded was one of Hurbert's Horses. 

Ig happened this wise. Stonecipher, wearing a red-flennel shirt was 

picking wild grapes and Hawkins, hunting on the other side of the valley, 
secing the branches shaking and glints of red,occasionally, jumped 
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ed to the conclusion that a Red: Deer was’ feeding: there. Calculating as 
to the position of the deer's ody, he fired end shot his neighbor thru. 
It was in the Humbert Hore that a silk handkerohief was drawn over the 
end of a rarrod ani pushed thru the bullet hole anf then the silk hand- 
kerchief drawn back and forth to cleanse the wound. It was in Hurbert's ho 
home that Stonecipher recovered fror both wound and treatment and it 
was the daughter,Sarah, of that Hurbert hore that he afterwards married. 
P@obably she was his nurse in the days of his helplessness. 

Zohn ¥. spent his life téth his hore in a log-house that 
Semuel's son, sden, bailt in 1799 and used water from the spring that 
furnished drink for Sarnei's hore,.---"The 014 Hurbert Spring”. at its 
head stands a giant “white Oak measuring seventeen feet and four inches 
(17' 4°90 in cireurferance in 1911. It was a 4-ineh sapling when Aden 6- 
rected his sabin by that spring. On the same ledge of roak and outof 
‘which the spring flows and only six-fest to the west of this mighty Oak 
is a ¥ed Beech thet measures eleven-fect and six-inches (312' 6") in its 
circurferance and adding its shade to the protection of the little hol- 
low about the spring. The water comes ont of the side of a rock, a 
eliff about seven or eight feet high, without any sbir or disturbance. 
It seers alrost astho nature had taken a bite out of the side of this 
hill in order to accomodate the spring. it is irregularly twenty feet

It was a © 
namesake ani great great grandson of Samuel Hurbert of Tennessee, one 
Saruel] Hurbert of Flora Indiana who conceived the idea of a HUYBERT Pue 
ILY PEUNION and invited reletives to gatherhbtogether at Kokomo in 1907, 
The fathering which became the first in our line of Farily Reunions. 

Saruel's son, Aden; who marrieai Rechel Stonecipher, 
a aeughter of Henry Rickus Stonecipher a man of German birth who care 
to the waters of Lick Creek from Wilks County, North Carolina; built the 
log house that now stands by The Hurbert Spring, of which we have just 
meade mention, end with “it for a haven he made ea home,and aS a powder — 
maker, in partnership with his brother Johnathan, he made e living for 
his wife and the ten children who came to bless ani entertain ther. it 
waS a wellbutlt, two story cabin and stands tofay $1933) almost as s014é 
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as it stood the day that it was finished in 1799. The house nor the 
land has ever know other ower than a Hurbert. The death of John F.'s., 
maiden sister, iMary Elizabeth in sugust of 1933 passed it to John Sam- 
uel Hurbert a son of Napoleon B. Humbert. ‘he children born in that 
log house rerained in their native state or themselves or their pos- 
terity drifted with the general tide of erigration toward the West or 
Southwest. We find their decendants scattered thru Tennessee, Georgia, 
Hlabara, Mississippi, Arkansas, Texas, Missouri and Oklahora. 
From what has been said to us it would seem that 
“Johnathan was the active merber of the powder firm ---- the one with 
whor people cane into contact ----- and was fortunate in having a re- 
reliable, steady-working, younger brother on whom he could depend that 
the rilling would go steadily on.

Of Sarah and 4bdsalozr 
it is hard to learn anything very definate. sbsalor was a trader. one 
is told that he was "Pretty smooth’ "Trioky™ "One had to watch hir” 
- "He was a trader’ "He did not seem to see things just like other peo- 
ple! he fact is that he dissapeared. It was this way. He was buying 
horses and was getting together a large drove at Greenville. 411 rust 
be delivered on a given day as they were to be started that night. 
Three nights later he turned-up at aden Hurbert's about three o'clock 
in the morning. He was there to borrow money. He explained that he had 
such a wonderful chance to clear-up a lot of monsy on horsea& that he 
had concluded to use: every dollat that he could get in buying horses. He 
had concluded to hold over a few days, buy every horse that he possiably 
could buy, get rich on the deal and quit the trading business. 
Hurberts were eleven miles fror Greenville. The roads 

only winding paths thru the woods and almost imrassable. Hurberts did 
not find out until weeks afterwards that the heztihad been started on 
the evening first stated end were rany miles away when Jbsalom care a 
borrowing. Neither aia they know nor find out until much later, that 
he had spent three nights borrowing money. That he hed visited virfual- 
ly every person fror whor he had gotten a horse and in rost instances 

he had borrowed all of the money that he had paid ther and in many in- 
stances, more with it.

It was at this leveleé-off place that johnathan's six 
children were born and raised;t#ree of whor erigrated t4 Indiana; and 
one of whor, Mark, was oyereome by heat in a hay-raking and was never 
afterward possessed of a clear reliable rind. Mark becare alrost un- 
ranagablie and at times dangerous, so that it was necessary to confine 
hir, Johnathan builded a log building for that purpost.

Like the name Stoneocipher, 
the Hurbert Stock does not eeeres be able to keep clear of it. 

Johnathan's daughter, Malinda, married and settled in 
Kentucky. Just who she married we have not acertained exactly. As the 
nee was spoken to us it was like the word "lake" with a "y" sound add- 
ed. 4 letter giving Court Records and supposed to be an exact copy" 
used the spelling L-a-c-k-e-y~ People in Indiana haveing a naire of the 
former pronunciation spell it L-e-a-k-6-y. The family is reputed to 
have emigrated to Texas. Some av not quite so definate rearly giving to 
the Southwest? There is no real record of them and we do not know just 
what name to hunt for. we would much ratker talk to the people in 
the Southland then depend upon writing. The natural contour of their 
country places many diffioulties in the way of school service; and the 
trarp of armies during the Civil War left the Southern people destitute 
and alrost totally without resources. None but a straéng viril people 
would ever have rallied. ‘They have rallied but are not schooled nearly 
so thoroly as we in the Northland. Their knowledge is much rore thoro 


than ours,but not nearly so wide ---- They can tell ruch rore than we

armies in which a Christian people are justified in glorying ---- but 
bhe record our Northern Polititians made in the Southlend after the Civ- 
il War was over is a blot on civilization and a disgrace to humanity. 

We did not hear an unkind word spoken about Federal Troups or Northern 
people (Yankees) while we were in the South. fThruout the entire terri- 
tory, which we visited, there was no bitterness shown against the sold- 


fers in either army tho there were four sweeps of each backward and for-

ward. The only bitterness that care to our attention was against the 
bands of drmy followers ---- bends of robbers, murders and renegades: 
and they were most largely of southern origin. probably more especial- 
ly from its rountein country. Hen who were known as Gorrillias. Men 
who spent their time robbing and plundering thier fellow citizens. Wear- 
ing suits of "Blue" and unéer the Btarecant Stripes when the Federals 
were in charge in the cormrunity, but wearing "Butternut" suits and un- 
der the Stars-and-Bars when the Gonfederate Soldiers were in the cor- 
runity. Those surgings of war brought citizen after citizen into dis. 
repite with either the one army or the other: and being in disrepute with 
either side meant having ones possessions appropriated and their build- 
ings burned when that army was thru with them. Most likely the offenders 
were exterminated. Within many miles of the site of the Hurberts set- 
ling on "The Waters of Lick Creek" there was but the one building left 
veon- the 01d Aden Hurbert Aduse of logs and its out buildings. That be- 
cause it was occupied by a widow and four children ---- two girls and 
two boys, one of the latter a "hunchback! ‘The widow was Mary Ford-Hur- 
bert who had merried Saruel Humbert, the sixth child of sden Hurvert. 
Our Savior uses "Widows and orphans” as appeal. 

They alweys appeal to every dvasete? huranity until we reach the low de- 
graded class that rules Europe who plan human destruction by army and by 
nevy in order to acquire worldly wealth at the cost of woren and ohild- 
rene This widow and her orphans appealed to the hearts of the sol- 
diers and Officers in each army and so it chanced that they were saved 
end their hore not destroyed.

the "John F." of this work, end was fourteen and one-half years o14 when 
thenCivil War closed. His nare was on the last"draft"of The Confederates 
and he was to go in a few days. [He told us,"The folks were in such des- 
desperate cireurstances that I was staying with them just as long as I 
dared, but I would have At gRAraarAA before the time came, and have gone 
to the Union army! "Phere had been one tame when I was carrying food 
to three dozen men who were hidden in mountain caves. They would creep- 
out at night and work in the corn and other crops, but every once in a 
while a man would be found dead in a field --- killed by a Gorrilla --- 
so it care about that one-by-one those who were not killed slipped away 
to the Federal Trotips and enlisted.” "Wearly all of the men in this val- 
ley served under ths Stars end Stripes, I would have gone there also." 
When the news came that the war was ended they were at 
the point of giving up. They has tried to raise orops, but season after 
season they had been destroyed and with their poultry, pige and cattle 
had gone to one army or the other. They were living by hunting, fish- 
ing or gathering berries. hey knew that they could not stand the 
strain of another winter, hardly that of the sumrer. They had no seed — 
to plant and planting was hopeless even if they had, Then care the news. 
it gave strength and hope. They had an aniral left that! they calleé"our 
horse”. John F, said he a) eee that neyer saw an animal as dis- 
~greditable and added, "If I had such an animal on my farm today i'd k111 
it before I'd go eat" --- The women had just called dinner----They had 
another that they called their cow that was as bad or worse than the ) ~ 
horse, but they had nothirg else, not even seed. Then they heard that =» 


, the government was furnishing seed. The nearest station was at Bristol, 
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thirty-six miles away. vith every-thing that they could get toge th- 
er as ronéy or value he walked to Bristol to get seed. Reader you 
have heard people of fhe North brag of the remarksble consideration 
that in the hour of vietory reached out a helping hand to the conquore 
ed foe ----- Supplied them with seed and other needs that they right 
re-establish their homes ané farms. We have read claims to the ef- 
fect that The North put The South onto its feet again and gave it re- 
established homes. Ye have heard people brag that their sons were 

in The South seeing that the conquered contestants were rade happy. 
Go hide your heade in share, Had Abrahar Lincoln lived we feel as- 
sured that such would have been done and done thoroly. Lincoln was 
‘of the comron people, appreciated their lives and their importance. 
His exact ané accurate apprecitation was shown when he remarked that 
GOD certainly loved therm or he would not have made so many of them. 
What do you suppose that that boy got after walking thirty-six miles? 
In exchange for all of tha wealth thst his farily possessed he was 
given a coat-pocket full of shelled corn. 48 he turned to go that 
great-hearted representative of The North said, "Hold-on s minut, son- 
Ny, here are some beans? ind he gave the boy six beans. Thirtysix 
mites he had to walk home, then plant and await a crop. Was not that 
wondrous kindness on the part of a conquorer, great magnanirity on 
the part of the Government, out-standing kindness and thotfulness of 
Officers to get sedd within thirty-six riles of those in dire need? 
The kindness and magninirity were in The North all right. The 

North furnished abundance of seed, or thot that it did, and wuld 
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soye willimgiy nave furnished as much more, if it was needed, If any of 
you, our readers, were of the defeated South let us assure you that = '«t 
the trouble was not with the Common people of the North, but was totally 
with the officers to whor The North entristed the responsibility. Those 
officers were rore concerned with mmoking good cigars, if there are such, 
having plenty to drink, keeping their clothes clean, sitting in easy 
Chairs and drawing salaries off of The fovernment that they were in reach 
ing and allevieting the miseries of The South, Yet these Southern peo- 
ple are less unkind in their thot of 6ur Government than are we here in 
the North. Never any complaint and ready sny minute to takeup its de-

The sister Mary and her husband, Isaiah Grills, 
and fariiy came in 1829, ‘There has been some discussion, pro amd con, 
asto the boys coming together. ssto dates with Johnathan md Mary there 
is no doubt, sros may have followed Johnathan in a very few months, but 
it is evident that it wes before 1820. These we leave at their emigrasi 
tion until a later chapter. 

' Down in Bradley County Tennessee your Historian wes 
told that Saruel and Sarah Hurbert were burried near their home in a 
Cemetery of Green County and that their graves are marked but thet no 
one knows which is which. As we neared Green County, at Morristown we 
were again told that that is the case. John F..was anxious for us to 
sce where the remains hed been letin to rest and we were no less enxious, 
sc our secénd visit was to the Guarek Knohb Oemetery. AS we recall it 
now it seers that he told us that the distance was about two miles, but 
we will not venture to say that thot is correct, Of the horseback ride 
along that shadow of a trail, which,in those mountains, they call a road, 
thru "runs" around outcroppings of stone, awept on either side by bush- 
es and under growth and ever under those mighty trees in shade deep, 
Gark and cool; we are only sure that we felt that we might be on our

road to Baradise. The trip ended, muoh too soon, in a grye intersperced 
tntereperecd by scattering upstanding slabs of limestone. Their lime- 


stone differs from that of our northern quarries in that it does not 


form in even stratas but is irregular in length, breadth and thiekness,

In this City-of-the=Deadwe felt thet all humanity would be bettered.by 
having an opportuni ty to worship there, Taking off our hat we stood 
withns heart full of praise ;ané yearning thet all of our fellow mort- 
als might enjoy the solemn beauty and give thanks for its soothing 
quietness. Our first practical thot was expressed in ‘the observa - 
tion, "It doesn't seer that there has to be any crouding in the grave-., 
yards of fhe Soathland. I take it that you do not have to pay #%20.00 
or more, for each sixteen feet square, as we do in fhe North, or these 
stones would be standing nearer together.” Then John F. told us that 
the stones represented but a few of the many graves ~--- That the apace 
was all ocoupied, but only now end then was a grave marked with a stone. 
That most of them, when first made are marked with a board or slab,and 
the name and date written upon that. in time the writing weathers off 
and later the piece of wood rots away. This needs some exp anation 

to one from The North where entire logs rot away in two or three years 
and a board would be a marker but a few ronths. ‘he atmosphere in that 
mountain covntry doeé not destroy wood as does our atmosphere in The 
North. on the battle ground of Chickarauga we saw snags that were 
left on the day of the battle in 1662 shot away to only four or fave 
inches that were still standing (1911) and were virtually the same as 
when the soldier boys wer by them. ‘here were logs that had becn used 
as breast-works andi rails between them,at right angles. The rails still 
in place and with the logs appesrantly good for anothet hundred years. 
-Slebs and boards will last in these sovthern ocereteries for twenty to 
thirty years, which is about as much as marble will last in our north-

ern weather, Sore find limestone, as wae ddne in the case of Samuel and 
Sarah Hurbert. Some scratch these stones with the remorande and others 
chisel them. The scratching wecthers off in a few years the chiseled 
Stay much longer, but tools are scarce ané even boards have to be brot 
for miles. In many instences oll children, or parents, or whoscever it 
was thet loved anf layed ther there are gone before the marker placed 
at the grave decomposes; so the resting place becomes and rernaing un- 
marked; likely entirely forgotten. hich after ell is not fer differ- 
ent from conditions with us in Zhe North. John F. said that he gould

In some instances the stones 
were burried below plow depth, in others they were mearly knocked to 
pieces end in some instances heuled away. Nost of the Hurbert graves 

in Quaker Knobb are marked with stones John ¥. fol4 us, thd 1¢ 1s some 
trouble to get ther there. There are plenty of ther in the”runs”" in 
every direction but so difficult to get too that one is likely to have
